riding on the timber. All went well 
u n t m within seventy-flve feet of the 
top of the shaft, when the projecting 
beam struck one of the planks of the 
shaft's cribbing, displaced by expan- 
sion due to the cold, and most of the 
men were dumped out of tho cago. 
The six fell to the bottom, a distance 
of 225 feet, the heavy timber on top 
of them, and they were bruised and 
crushed almost beyond recognition.

Over 300 D«ad In Mine Horror. 


The greatest mine disaster in many 
years in Germany took place at the 
R&dbod mine, about three miles from 
Hamm, Westphalia. There was a heavy 
explosion in the mine, and almost im­ 
mediately the mine took fire. Of the 
380 miners working under ground at 
th« time only six escaped without in­ 
jury. Thirty-flve were taken out badly 
injured, and thirty-seven were dead 
when brought to the mouth of the pit. 
The remaining 302 have been given up 
for lost. 


Falla 110 Feet to Death. 


Harvey W. Watterson, a lawyer and 
younger son of Colonel ^¿°nry Watter­ 
son, editor of the Louisville Courier 
Journal, plunged to his death from 
the nineteenth floor of his office build­ 
ing at 37 Wall street, New York city. 
His body shot downward for 110 feet 
and landed on the roof of a ten-story 
building adjoining. Almost every bone 
was broken and the head crushed, and 
death was practically instantaneous. 


While there were no eye-witnesses 
to the tragedy, evidently it was en­ 
tirely accidental. Mr. Watterson’s hat 
and overcoat were on his closed desk.

The reckless driver of automobiles 
Is both a local nuisance and a menace 
to public safety, and It is time that he

severe 
treatment. 
Either 
the automobile clubs and associations 
must put a stop to reckless driving, 
or the people of the State will make 
laws which will work a real hardship 
upon all owners of motor cars. Con- 
sidering the offense and the temper 
of public opinion It seems to me that 
for 
the Automobile Club to warn 
members—both 
by printed 
notice 
and by men along such stretches of 
road where the local authorities are 
endeavoring to abate the reckless- 
speed nuisance, if indeed not to safe- 
guard life—is not only questionable 
in law, but a downright discreditable 
proceeding. 
It is encouraging indif- 
ference to the letter of the law, and 
certainly to the spirit of legitimate 
recreation. 
The American Automo- 
bile Association gives a better appre- 
ciation of its opportunity by issuing 
to its members a strong appeal to 
quit lawless and dangerous speeding. 


Both these organizations have it 
in their power to exercise f\ check on 
this mania. 
Instead of warning its 
members 
of traps the Automobile 
Club should warn its members against 
repeated reckless driving under pen- 
alty of forfeiting membership. 
That

exterior. 
Nitroglycerin, a cupful of 
which 
would 
distribute 
you over 
square miles of landscape, is diligent- 
ly mixing around you in hundreds of 
thousands of gallons. 
It is making 
Itself in big iron retorts, cascading 
down 
leaden 
gutters, and merrily 
tumbling in minute Niagaras Into im- 
mense vats, where the deliquescent 
yellow peril pursues its Journey pow- 
derward. 
Out of one receptacle it 
fares furiously through special lead 
coils, driven only by cooling blasts of 
air, and is drawn off like draught ale 
and piped on to the next perfecting 
stage. 
Gaze with the nitroglycerin 
expert Into one of those big caldrons. 
The Interior is brilliantly 
Illumin- 
ated by electricity, the only Illumin- 
ating agency permitted in or about 
the danger houses. 


At the jottom Is a molten, sullen 
fluid. 
Glancing cautiously 
at the 
thermometer, the guide tells you that 
the writhen mass is nitroglycerin. It 
is being fused with nitric and sulphu- 
ric acids, and you are casually in- 
formed, as the expert sends a cooling 
stream through the pipes, that It la 
very necessary to keep the tempera- 
ture 
below 
eighty 
de/rees. 
Once 
above eighty degrees dead line, so to 
say, the treacherous liquid might in- 
stantly voice Itself In such a deafen- 
ing explosion as those in close prox- 
imity may never hear but once. Let 
the composition be quiescent for but 
a few seconds, and its stillness sud- 
denly becomes that of death. In con- 
sequence of which extreme vigilance 
is practiced in keeping It constantly 
agitated as well as properly tempera- 
tured. 


Around you are other houses, at 
uniform distances apart, and con- 
nected by a series of narrow guage 
tracks, wherein workmen are rail- 
roading nitroglycerin from here and 
pulp cotton from there, to be com- 
pounded into dynamite and blasting 
gelatin. 
Greatest care 1» taken in 
rolling the powder from house to 
house. 
As soon as a loaded cart is 
ready to pass out of the nitroglycerin 
house, for instance, a semaphore sig- 
nals from an adjoining station, to 
which the consignment is carefully 
hurried. 
Around you are long store- 
houses packed with pulp in tons of 
innocent whiteness. 
Presently 
this 
pulp will assume a tan color under 
the nitrating process, and then sud- 
denly becoming carbonite, red cross, 
herculBB, Judson and giant powder, 
iorcite, or what you order, it devel- 
ops the quasi virtues of dynamite— 
dynamite or blasting gelatin, in which 
more natural forces are condensed to 
the cubic inch than exist anywhere 
else in creation. 
Death, curbed and 
sleeping, encircles you in gallons and 
tons. Annihilation threatens at every 
turn. In the form of potential pulver- 
izing forces. 
But the man and the 
mercury are there also, alert, respon- 
sive, reliable.—Leslie's Weekly. 


Appendicitis. 


The French have maintained for 
some time that the cause of appendi- 
citis was to be found In our cooking 
vessels, and 
that in striving 
for 
healthful, clean utensils we had un- 
consciously produced a class of goods 
that was responsible for the Inflam- 
mation of the appendix* Still In these 
days we have little of the deaths that 
were fairly common in the days when 
the eld copper kettle was In general 
use. 
In France the copper 
kettle 
continues in general use, and there 
are more cases of verdigris poisoning 
there than here. 


It is doubtful If the causes of ap- 
pendicitis can be traced to any ma- 
terial of which cooking utensils are 
made. 
The question is one of clean- 
liness, 
An enameled or copper pan 
will cause injury if not kept clean, 
and food cooked in the same dish 
would probably be harmless if the re- 
ceptacle was scoured and scrubbed 
before using in the manner prevalent 
among all good housewives of former 
times, but which unfortunately seems 
to be out of date in our own day. 
Cleanliness in cooking is more than a 
matter of delicacy and good taste— 
it has the most Intimate bearings on 
health,—Buffalo Times.

speed nuisance, if indeed not to safe­ 
guard life— is not only questionable 
in law, but a downright discreditable 
proceeding, 
It is encouraging indif­ 
ference to the letter of the law, and 
certainly to the spirit of legitimate 
recreation. 
The American Automo­ 
bile Association gives a better appre­ 
ciation of its opportunity by issuing 
to its members a strong appeal to 
quit lawless and dangerous speeding. 


Both these organizations have it 
in their power to exercise f\ check on 
this mania. 
Instead of warning its 
members 
of traps the Automobile 
Club should warn its members against 
repeated reckless driving under pen­ 
alty of forfeiting membership. 
That 
would be a little more in keeping 
with an organization of its character 
and personnel. 
Individuals of the

MAKING DYNAMITE* 


Annihilation Threatens Worker* at 


Every Turn, 


So thoroughly deceptive Is dyna­ 
mite in the making that you are apt 
to be disappointed on viewing the sur- 
face of things. 
You could more read­ 
ily fancy thunderbolts leaping and 
crashing from tender blue skies than 
that the most fearful forces in crea­ 
tion are hidden under such a peaceful 
exterior. 
Nitroglycerin, a cupful of 
which 
would 
distribute 
you 
over 
square miles of landscape, is diligent­ 
ly mixing around you in hundreds of 
thousands of gallons. 
It is making 
itself in big iron retorts, cascading 
down 
leaden 
gutters, and merrily 
tumbling In minute Niagaras into im­ 
mense vats, where the deliquescent 
yellow peril pursues its journey pow- 
derward. 
Out of one receptacle it 
fares furiously through special lead 
coils, driven only by cooling blasts of 
air, and Is drawn off like draught ale 
and piped on to the next perfecting 
stage. 
Gaze with the nitroglycerin 
expert Into one of those big caldrons. 
The interior is brilliantly illumin­ 
ated by electricity, the only illumin­ 
ating agency permitted in or about 
the danger houses. 


At the bottom is a molten, sullen 
fluid. 
Glancing cautiously 
at 
the 
thermometer, the guide tells you that 
the writhen mass is nitroglycerin. 
It 
is being fused with nitric and sulphu­ 
ric acids, and you are casually in­ 
formed, as the expert sends a cooling 
stream through the pipes, that it is 
very necessary to keep the tempera­ 
ture below eighty decrees. 
Once 
above eighty degrees dead line, so to 
say, the treacherous liquid might in­ 
stantly voice itself in such a deafen­ 
ing explosion as those in close prox­ 
imity may never hear but once. 
Let 
the composition be quiescent for but 
a few seconds, and its stillness sud­ 
denly becomes that of death, in con­ 
sequence of which extreme vigilance 
is practiced in keeping it constantly 
agitated as well as properly tempera- 
tured. 


Around you are other houses, at 
uniform distances apart, and con­ 
nected by a series of narrow guage 
tracks, wherein workmen are rail­ 
roading nitroglycerin from here and 
pulp cotton from there, to be com­ 
pounded into dynamite and blasting 
gelatin. 
Greatest care i» taken in 
rolling the powder from house to 
house. 
As soon as a loaded cart Is 
ready to pass out of the nitroglycerin 
house, for instance, a semaphore sig­ 
nals from an adjoining station, to 
which the consignment is carefully 
hurried.

else in creation. 
Death, curbed and 
sleeping, encircles you in gallons and 
tons. Annihilation threatens at every 
turn, in the form of potential pulver­ 
izing forces. 
But the man and the 
mercury are there also, alert, respon­ 
sive, reliable.— Leslie’s Weekly.

It is doubtful if the causes of ap­ 
pendicitis can be traced to any ma­ 
terial of which cooking utensils are 
made. 
The question is one of clean­ 
liness. 
An enameled or copper pan 
will cause injury if not kept clean, 
and food cooked in the same dish 
would probably be harmless if the re­ 
ceptacle was scoured and scrubbed 
before using in the manner prevalent 
among all good housewives of former 
times, but which unfortunately seems 
to be out of date in our own day. 
Cleanliness in cooking is more than a 
matter of delicacy and good taste— 
it has the most intimate bearings on 
health.— Buffalo Titles.

Hat Perfuming. 


One of the tricks of the Parisian 


milliner is to perfume the chapeaux 
for her special customers. The odor 
from large hats laden with artificial 
flowers, ribbons,, etc., Is often notice- 
able, especially before the hat has 
been worn several days in the open 
air. To conceal this the clever Pari- 


milliner stiffens the ribbon bows 


with wire wound with scented wool, 
and sews tiny sachets no larger than 
buttons at the base- of bows and flow- 
ers.

A large tower crane has recently 


been erected in the Vulcan shipbuild- 
ing yard at Vegesak, Germany, which 
has a total rise of the crane hook 
above yard level of 90 feet.

Huge Tower Crane. 


A large tower crane has recently 
been erected in the Vulcan shipbuild- 
ing yard at Vegesak, Germany, which 
has a total rise of the crane hook 
above yard level of 90 feet. 
The re- 
volvlng head has a maximum 
out- 
reach of the three-ton hoist of 52 1-2 
feet and 29 1-2 feet for the six-ton 
hoist. 
The tower frame is a square 
steel structure, heavily braced, and 
is mounted 
for traveling 
longitudi- 
nally through the yard on two-wheel 
trucks under each of the four corner 
posts. 
The jib consists of two girders 
of box section that surround the tower 
structure and are suspended from the 
pivot hood at the top of the tower 
above it by rods so distributed as to 
compensate for ihe bending moments 
due to the trolley under loads. 
The 
tower structure was designed to with- 
stand wind loads of 50 pounds per 
square 
foot, and 
sufficient 
stability 
has been obtained by baliast-boxes of 
IG tons capacity on each side of 
tower at the base. 
Sets of rail-fast- 
eners are also provided for anchorin:? 
the structure rigidly to 
the 
track 
when it is out of service or Is handling 
very heavy loads.—Tlie London Engi- 
neer,

They are located in the most 
frequently 
visited 
portions 
of 
tho 
two earthquake belts. 


One of these belts, in which has 
occurred 
flfty-three 
per cent, of all 
recorded shocks, is called the Modl- 
terranean. 
It swings roughly 
east 
and west about the earth, and 
in- 
cludes 
the 
Mediterranean 
region, 
Asia Minor, the Caucasus, the Hima- 
layas, the East Indies, Central Amer- 
ica and the West Indies. 
Where the 
belt crosses the oceans little Is known 
about its condition, 


Tho second belt, called tho circum- 
paciflc, almost encircles the Pacific 
Ocean. 
Passing along tho Andes it 
crosses the other belt In tho Central 
American region, thence extends up 
the western coast of North America, 
passes across to Asia along the Aleu- 
tian 
chain, 
thence down 
through 
Kamchatka, the Japanese Islands and 
the Philippines, and, 
crossing 
tha 
I^Iediterranoau belt in the East 
In- 
dies, extends on to New 
Zealand. 
Forty-one per cent, of all recorded 
shocks occur in this belt. 


All the rest of the world, that is, a 
surface scores of times greater than 
the combined area of these two belts. 
Is the seat of only six per cent, of all 
recorded shocks. 
Even outside the 
belts, 
of 
course, 
some 
vigorous 
shocks occur, but it may be stated 
that the United States east of 
the 
Rocky Mountains stands in as little 
danger as any portion of the earth'i 
su.'face. 
Only In one locality, or pos- 
sibly 
two, 
does 
there seem 
good 
ground for considering an earthquake 
of first rank among more than the 
remotest of possibilities. 


In general it may be said that any 
Jar In the earth's crust will cause an 
earthquake. 
An explosion of dyna- 
mite 
starts 
vibrations which 
pass 
through the rocks as the waves of an 
earthquake do. 


For example, when the passage o! 
Hell Gate was cleared 
away 
some 
years ago by a great explosion th« 
shock was measured on the seismo- 
graphs at Washington in one direc- 
tion and 
Boston in the other. 
A 
landslide causes an earthquake; the 
falling of the roof of a cavern is an- 
other 
cause, 
and 
the 
snapping 
of 
rocks under slight strains another. 


These 
are all minor 
causes 
for 
earthquakes, 
but they account 
for 
many of the small tremblings which 
are felt In a limited area. 
A muoli 
more important cause is volcanic ac- 
tion. 


It 
Is 
a 
opular belief 
that 
all 
earthquakes are somehow caused by 
volcanic action, but as a matter ol 
fact, while volcanic earthquakes are 
common and locally of great violence 
they are not usually world shaking. 
In cases where the seismographs of 
the world record a shock, as In the 
case of San Francisco and of Kings- 
ton, the inference is unavoidable that 
it Is due to some other cause than 
volcanic action. 


The cause of the San 
Francisco 
shock was understood by all geolog- 
ists. 
The coast ranges are a growing 
mountain chain; the rocks there are 
in a state of strain; this strain is be- 
ing steadily 
Increased; 
during 
th« 
past history of the mountain growth 
the 
strata 
have 
been broken 
and 
forced to move along the planes ol 
breakage or fault planes, and when 
great masses of rock suddenly slide 
over one another, even though the 
movement 
be but a few feet, the 
grinding of the strata together must 
of necessity set the earth trembling. 


Since the earthquake a State com- 
mission has been carefully studying 
the facts, and it reports that for at 
least 185 miles there has been a slip, 
on one side of which the mountains 
have been moved bodily in relation 
to the other side. 
In this instance 
the movement was mainly horizontal 
Instead of vertical, as is normally tho 
case. 


In- places the shifting amounted to 
only two or three feet, in others to 
as much as twenty feet. 
By it roads 
were dislocated, fences broken 
and 
moved apart, water pipes separated 
and 
long furrows 
opened 
in 
the 
ground. 


The movement of a great block pf 
the earth's crust from two to twenty 
feet, along a plane nearly 200 miles 
in length and extending to an un- 
known depth, but probably thousands 
of feet, furnishes ample explanation 
of a shock whose vibrations reached 
the seismographs In all parts of the 
earth, and whose area of destruction 
extended 400 miles in one direction 
and fifty miles in the other. 


There has not yet been a report 
upon 
the 
conditions 
accompanying 
the earthquakes of Valparaiso 
and 
Kingston, but It }s a safe prediction 
to make that when the necessary stu- 
dies have been made they, too, will 
be found to be the result of a slipping 
of the rocks along fault planes.

ris Method of Fishing Attracts Atten- 
tion at Southern Seaside Resorts. 


The pelican, familiar to the visitor 
at the seaside resorts of 
Southern 
California, is known as the California 
brown pelican. 
His length is .from 
four to five feet, and his wings and 
tall are of silver gray, streaked with 
seal brown. 


The breeding range of these inter- 
esting birds is off the coast of Mexico 
and Lower California. 
May and Juno 
are the nesting months. 
Occasionally 
they build their nests in low trees, 
but ordinarily it is on the ground. 
It is a loosely constructed 
affair, 
built of weed stalks and sticks and 
lined with grass. 


At the seaside the 
pelicans 
are 
Been lazily flying through the air. 
It 
is their fashion to fly one behind tho 
other. 
Each 
following 
the 
signal 
from the leader, gives five or six 
strokes, and then all soar in unison. 
At feeding time their wont is to drive 
the fish by a noisy beating of the 
wings to a point close in shore, when 
the birds will dive from considerable 
heights. 
This performance is quite 
spectacular, 
as with closely 
folded 
wings the bird drops as a ball head- 
foremost into the water. 
Under the 
water they evidently turn a somer- 
sault, as the bird invariably emerges 
head first, 


Tho pouch or game bag of the pel- 
ican will hold ten or fifteen pounds of 
fish, and as tho bird is provided with 
no means of defense, he is tho victim 
o- sure thing operators and confidence 
workers in the form of the predatory 
gulls. 
Too lazy to dive for them- 
selves, these thieves will pursue and 
attack 
the pelican, causing him to 
dive as a matter of self-protection. 
So closely are the pelicans pursued 
by their more agile enemies that final- 
ly. half exhausted, they give up the 
trophies of their chase. 
This they do 
with a cynical smile as they see their 
hard 
earned 
gain gobbled 
by 
the 
gulls.—Los Angeles Times.

Huge Tower Crane. 


A large tower crane has recently 
been erected in the Vulcan shipbuild­ 
ing yard at Vegesak, Germany, which 
has a total rise of the crane hook 
above yard level of 90 feet. 
The re­ 
volving head has a maximum out­ 
reach of the three-ton hoist of 52 1-2 
feet and 29 1-2 feet for the six-ton 
hoist. 
The tower frame is a square 
steel structure, heavily braced, and 
is mounted for traveling longitudi­ 
nally through the yard on two-wheel 
trucks under each of the four corner 
posts. 
The jib consists of two girders 
of box section that surround the tower 
structure and are suspended from the 
pivot hood at the top of the tower 
above it by rods so distributed as to 
compensate for the bending moments 
due to the trolley under loads. 
The 
tower structure was designed to with­ 
stand wind loads of 50 pounds per 
square foot, and sufficient stability 
has been obtained by ballast-boxes of 
16 tons capacity on each side of tin* 
tower at the base. 
Sets of rail-fast- 
eners are also provided for anchoring 
the structure rigidly to 
the 
track 
when it is out of service or is handling 
very heavy loads.—The London Engi­ 
neer.

ORIGIN OF EARTHQUAKES. 


Three Great Shocks ol Past Year Cinsdl 
by Mountains Slipping.

] Of this num ber ninety-four per cent.

'narrow bauds forming great circles 
on the e arth ’s surface. 


According to a writer In the North 
American 
Review, 
San 
Francisco, 
Valparaiso and Kingston need not 
have felt surprised at their shaking 
up. 
They have always had earth­ 
quakes and there is no reason to 
think that they won't keep on having 
them. 
They are located in the most 
frequently 
visited 
portions 
of 
tho 
two earthquake belts. 


One of these belts, in which has 
occurred fifty-three per cent, of all 
recorded shocks, is called the Medi­ 
terranean. 
It swings roughly east 
and west about the earth, and In­ 
cludes 
the 
Mediterranean 
region, 
Asia Minor, the Caucasus, the Hima­ 
layas, the East Indies, Central Amer­ 
ica and the West Indies. 
Where the 
belt crosses the oceans little is known 
about its condition, 


Tho second belt, called tho circum- 
pacific, almost encircles the Pacific 
Ocean. 
Passing along tho Andes it 
crosses the other belt in the Central 
American region, thence extends up 
the western coast of North America, 
passes across to Asia along the Aleu­ 
tian 
chain, 
thence down through 
Kam chatka, the Japanese Islands and 
the Philippines, and, 
crossing 
the 
M editerranean belt in the East In­ 
dies, extends on to New Zealand. 
Forty-one per cent, of all recorded 
Bhocks occur in this belt. 


All the rest of the world, that is, a 
surface scores of times greater than 
the combined area of these two belts, 
is the seat of only six per cent, of all 
recorded shocks. 
Even outside the 
belts, 
of 
course, 
some 
vigorous 
shocks occur, but it may be stated 
th at the United States east of the 
Rocky Mountains stands in as little 
danger as any portion of the earth ’s 
surface. 
Only in one locality, or pos- 
sibly 
two, 
does 
there seem good 
ground for considering an earthquake 
of first rank among more than the 
rem otest of possibilities. 


In general it may be said th at any 
Jar in the earth ’s crust will cause an 
earthquake. 
An explosion of dyna­ 
mite 
starts 
vibrations which pass 
through the rocks as the waves of an 
earthquake do. 


For example, when the passage of 
Hell Gate was cleared away some 
years ago by a great explosion the 
shock was measured on the seismo* 
graphs at W ashington in one direc­ 
tion and Boston in the other. 
A 
landslide causes an earthquake; the 
falling of the roof of a cavern is an­ 
other cause, and the snapping of 
rocks under slight strains another. 


These are all minor causes for 
earthquakes, but they account for 
many of the small tremblings which 
are felt in a limited area. 
A mueb 
more im portant cause is volcanic ac­ 
tion. 


It 
is 
a 
opular belief 
th at 
all 
earthquakes are somehow caused by 
volcanic action, but as a m atter ol 
fact, while volcanic earthquakes are 
common and locally of great violence 
they are not usually world shaking. 
In cases where the seismographs of 
the world record a shock, as in the 
case of San Francisco and of Kings 
ton, the inference is unavoidable that 
it Is due to some other cause than 
volcanic action. 


The cause of the San Francisco 
shock was understood by all geolog­ 
ists. 
The coast ranges are a growing 
m ountain chain; the rocks there are 
in a state of strain; this strain is be­ 
ing steadily increased; 
during th« 
past history of the mountain growth 
the 
strata 
have 
been broken and 
forced to move along the planes ol 
breakage or fault planes, and when 
great masses of rock suddenly slide 
over one another, even though the 
movement be but a few feet, the 
grinding of the strata together must 
of necessity set the earth trembling. 


Since the earthquake a State com­ 
mission has been carefully studying 
the facts, and it reports that for at 
least 185 miles there has been a slip, 
on one side of which the mountains 
have been moved bodily in relation 
to the other side. 
In this Instance 
the movement was mainly horizontal 
instead of vertical, as is normally tho 
case. 


In* places the shifting amounted to 
only two or three feet, in others to 
as much as twenty feet, 
By it roads 
were dislocated, fences broken and 
moved apart, water pipes separated 
and long furrows 
opened 
in 
the 
ground. 


The movement of a great block pf 
the earth ’s crust from two to twenty 
feet, along a plane nearly 200 miles 
jn length and extending to an un­ 
known depth, but probably thousands 
of feet, furnishes ample explanation 
of a shock whose vibrations reached 
the seismographs in all parts of the 
earth, and whose area of destruction 
extended 400 miles in one direction 
and fifty miles in the other. 


There has not yet been a report 
upon the conditions 
accompanying 
the earthquakes of Valparaiso and 
Kingston, but it is a safe prediction 
to make that when the necessary stu­ 
dies have been made they, too, will 
be found to be the result of a slipping 
of the rocks along fault planes.

CALIFORNIA BROWN PELICAN. 


Its Method of Fishing Attracts Atten­ 
tion at Southern Seaside Resorts. 


The pelican, familiar to the visitor 
at the seaside resorts of Southern 
California, is known as the California 
brown pelican. 
His length is -from 
four to five feet, and his wings and 
tail are of silver gray, streaked with 
seal brown. 


The breeding range of these inter­ 
esting birds is off the coast of Mexico 
and Lower California. 
May and June 
are the nesting months. 
Occasionally 
they build their nests in low trees, 
but ordinarily it is on the ground. 
It is a loosely constructed affair, 
built of weed stalks and sticks and 
lined with grass. 


At the seaside the pelicans are 
seen lazily flying through the air. 
It 
Is their fashion to fly one behind tho 
other. 
Each 
following the 
signal 
from the leader, gives five or six 
strokes, and then all soar in unison. 
At feeding time their wont is to drive 
the flsh by a noisy beating of the 
wings to a point close in shore, when 
the birds will dive from considerable 
heights. 
This performance Is quite 
spectacular, as with closely folded 
wings the bird drops as a ball head­ 
foremost into the water. 
Under the 
water they evidently turn a somer­ 
sault, as the bird invariably emerges 
head first. 


The pouch or game bag of the pel­ 
ican will hold ten or fifteen pounds of 
fish, and as the bird is provided with 
no means of defense, he is the victim 
of sure thing operators and confidence 
workers in the form of the predatory 
gulls. 
Too lazy to dive for them ­ 
selves, these thieves will pursue and 
attack the pelican, causing him to 
dive as a m atter of self-protection. 
So closely are the pelicans pursued 
by their more agile enemies th at final­ 
ly, half exhausted, they give up the 
trophies of their chase. 
This they do 
with a cynical smile as they see their 
hard earned gain gobbled by the 
gulls.— Los Angeles Times,

Howard Smith, aged 17 yearp, a hired 
boy on the farm of Lawyer Brothers, near 
LittlestoM-n, whilelnlwringlindera ''brain 
storm," suj>erinduced by alcoholism, 
slashed himself with a THr.or on Saturday 
night with suicidal intent. The wounds 
are not serious and the young man will 
recover. The story of the attemjited sui- 
cide is as follows: 


About 8 o'clock Satunlay evening the 
*'brain-storm" seized Smith while seated 
at table in the kitchen, when he remark- 
ed to a domestic employed on the farm :

proposition did not ap]>eal to the girl who 
becjmie frightened and called Gleason 
Snyder, another hireling, who was up- 
stairs at the time. AVlien Snyder reached 
the room he found young Smith in a fren- 
zy, and all efforls to mitrol him proving 
unavailing, taking with him the girl,they

A Cause of Reproach. 


"The name 'Indian' is a misnomer. 


They are not Indians. They are na- 
tive Americans, the only native Ameri- 
cans. Nor are ther red men. They 
may be brown. Conner, or practically 
white. They have no pigment under 
the skin, as a negro has, and with civ- 
ilization they whiten. For an Indian 
to have a fair skin is a. cause of re- 
proach amons the fiercer tribes. The 
North American Indian is the native 
aristocrat of this country, and he is 
proud of his birth. 


"I once asked the daughter of an 


old chief, who ha'! become converted 
and taken a new name. 'How many 
Indians so back to the blanket?' 'Al- 
most none of the second generation,' 
she replied; 'of course, of the first 
generation some go back, but I have 
heard of white people who backslide. 
However civilized an Indian family 
may be, it has a tepee, and in summer 
for a little while it likes to go off and 
pitch the tepee far away from man 
and play heathen for a few weeks. 
The Indian wants to brown himself in 
the smoke of his fire, go around in the 
blistering sun hatlc-?=. and have a va- 
cation from civilization. I have known 
white men who liked to play heathen 
a little while.

was Kitto, after the author of the his-

After April of next year any 
stallion or mare by a registered sad- 
dle-bred sire out of ft thoroughbred 
dam can be registered ax a standard 
saddle horse in the American Saddle 
Horse Register. No provision is made 
for inspection of the animal, but the 
door Is thrown wide open to the pro- 
duce of all mares of the racing breed, 
regardless of conformation, action or 
temperament of either the mare or 
her offspring.

"He leads his guest to the k:'<-;:e:], 


dips a rag into a hoitle of oleansir-g 


How the Orange Trees of Florida Are 


Protected from Froet. 


Orange culture in Florida has re- 


ceived a severe shock by the recent 
frosts that have killed the buds and 
dissipated the hope of gaining a profit- 
able harvest during the coming sum- 
mer. 
The growers have taken to giv- 


ing their trees as much attention as is 
showered upon any invalid that visits 
that state in search of health. There 
are several ways of protecting, the 
fruit trees, but to the northerner the 
most novel is that of individual tent 
coverings for them. 


Many of the tents are 
similar in 


shape to those used for military pur- 
poses and large enough to hold a doz- 
en soldiers comfortably. Where they 
are made entirely of canvas they are 
attached to a wooden pole driven into 
the ground and firmly bedded. 


From the top of the pole extends a 


cross-piece which supports the top of 
the canvas when the tent is in use. 
Below the crosspiece is fastened 
a 


•wooden hoop large enough to com- 
pletely encircle the tree. When there 
is no danger of a frost, the canvas Is 
folded against the supporting post and 
tied so loosely that it can be unfas- 
tened by a mere 
pull of the hand.

try of Florida blows a prolonged blast 
with the whistle of the locomotive you 
can see men, women and children 
hastening toward the orange groves as 
the people in a country town run to 
put out a fire.

The work 
of drawing the tent reouires only a 
few seconds, but where there are 3000 
or 4000 trees in a grove, time is indeed 
precious.

often necessary to work far into the 
night with the aid of lanterns.—Balti- 
timore Sun.

were 51 collisions with derelicts. 
In 
tnree of these—one somewhat doubt- 
ful—the vessel 
striking was a 
total 
loss: in 37 It was seriously damaged, 
and in 11 slightly damaged. 
A great 
.nany Norwegian lumber vessels ply- 
ing from southern i>urls on the United 
States coast become derelicts. 
This 
Js explained paradoxically as the indi- 
rect result of tlie Norwegian's expert 
seamanship and his confidence as a 
sailor, which 
nmkes 
him willing 
to 
trust in old weather-logged craft, fore- 
doomed to wreck, but continued In use 
by him till they give Avay under the 
stress of actual trial. 


Dynamite is the agency usually sug- 
gested to destroy these vessels, but

Now Rule Admits Progeny of All 
Thoroughbred M a r e s to t h s S a d # 
dis Horstt Stud 
Book, 


With the fate of tho thoroughbred 
horso hanging in the balance in tho 
United States on account; of the coun- 
try wide crusade against race track 
gambling, action has just boon taken 
by the Amerioan Saddle Horse Breed- 
ers' Aflsorlatlon 
which 
may open a 
now field for the use of thoroughbred 
mares. 
After April of next year any 
stallion or maro by a rcRlstered sad- 
dle-bred sire out of a 
thoroughbred 
dam can be i^eglatored as a standard 
saddle horse in the American Saddle 
Horse Register. No provision is made 
for Inspection of tho animal, but the 
door iB thrown wide open to the pro- 
duce of all mares of tho racing breed, 
regardless of conformation, action or 
temporament of either tho maro or 
her offspring. 


To horsemen who have followed the 
building up of the breed 
commonly 
known as Kentucky saddle horses and 
the policy of the American 
Saddle 
Horse 
Breeders' Association 
In 
the 
past this new rule will occasion sur- 
prise amounting to wonderment. 


Requirements 
for registration 
up 
to the present time have been certain 
relationship 
to 
certain 
foundation 
sires noted 
for tho superior 
riding 
qualities and the beauty of their off- 
spring. 
Among them were Canadian 
pacers, 
Morgan 
trotters, 
bush 
bred 
running horses of part thoroughbred 
blood and horses of totally unknown 
breeding. 
It may be fairly said that 
blood was not considered In selecting 
the foundation stock, individual ex- 
cellence of offspring alone governing. 
Trotting blood was used and admitted 
by wholesale, until to-day the regis- 
tered 
saddle horso without 
one 
or 
more close crosses to the 
standard 
bred trotter is rather the exception 
than the rule. 


Thoroughbred blood has played an 
Important part In tho formation 
of 
the breed, as it has in the formation 
of the breed of trotters, but the sad- 
dle horse breeder who nowadays re- 
verts to fresh infusions of thorough- 
bred blood la just about as scarce aa 
the trotting horse breeder who goea 
back to the runner. 
The best speci- 
mens of the trotting horso and thi 
saddle horse show plainly their thor- 
oughbred 
ancestry, 
yet neither 
hai 
mnythlrtg to gain and each has much 
to lose by a fresh Infusion 
of 
the 
blood of the race horse. 
Unless men 
like Charles L. Ralley, Shelby T. Har- 
bison and W. A. McGibbon are much 
mistaken 
the modern 
thoroughbred 
possesses no desirable 
characteristic 
which has not already been engrafted 
on the sa'ddle-bred horse of Kentucky, 
The latter has almost the incompara- 
ble quality of the thoroughbred, with 
greater beauty of form and carriage, 
far superior action 
for saddle 
pur- 
poses, and a calm, docile disposition 
which could only be injured by Indis- 
criminate crossing with the hothead- 
ed, fretful racer that for 200 
years 
has been bred and trained to do but 
one thing—to run. 


Whether breeders of saddle horses 
will take advantage of ihe new rule 
to Introduce fresh crosses of 
racing 
blood into their studs remain to be 
Been, but It will be surprising if any 
very general movement in this direc- 
tion is made. 
If the object of the 
Kentucky breeders la to eradicate the 
tendency 
to 
rack 
and 
slnglefoot, 
which has been so carefully cultlTated 
In the saddlebred 
horse ever 
since 
tho 
type was 
established, 
the 
new 
rule may serve Its purpose, but as n 
means of improving the breed in any 
other respect its wisdom will be very 
cenerally questioned.

GROVE LOOKS L I K E A CAMP. 


How the Orange T r e e s of Florida Ara 


Protected 
from 
Frost. 


Orange culture in Florida 
has re- 
ceived a severe shock 
by the recent 
frosts that have killed tho buds and 
dissipated tho hope of gathlng a profit- 
able harvest during tho coming sum- 
mer. 
Tho growers have taken to giv- 
ing their trees as much attention as is 
showered upon any invalid that visits 
that state In search of health. 
There 
are several ways 
of 
protecting, the 
fruit trees, but to the northerner the 
most novel Is that 
of individual tent 
coverings for them. 


Many of the tents are 
similar In 
shape to those used for military pur- 
poses and large enough to hold a doz- 
en soldiers comfortably. 
Where they 
arc made entirely of canvas they are 
attached to a wooden pole driven Into 
the ground and firmly bedded. 


From the top of the polo extends a 
cross-piece which supports the top of 
the canvas when 
the tent Is In use. 
Below the crosspieco 
is fastened 
a 
wooden hoop large enough 
to com- 
pletely encircle the tree. 
When there 
is no danger of a frost, the canvas Is 
folded against the supporting post and 
tied so loosely that It can be unfas- 
tened by a mere 
pull of the 
hand. 
When the engineer 
of the 
railroad 
train passing through the orange coun- 
try of Florida blows a prolonged blast 
with the whistle of the locomotive you 
can see men, women 
and 
children 
hastening toward the orange groves as 
the people In a country 
town run to 
put out a fire. 


The whistle Is a signal to them that 
a cold wave Is coming, and unless they 
take steps to fight it, a few hours may 
mean the loss of a year's work 
and 
perhaps ruin. 
This is why everybody 
who can help, from 
a 
grandfather 
down to the youngster of 10, starts for 
the orange orchard.

The canvas fastenings

over the top by a Jerk of the cord at- 
tached. 
Then the ends of the canvas 
are fastened securely. 
Only one per- 
son Is required to cover a single tree, 
unless it is unusually large.

or 4000 trees in a grove, time is indeed 
precious. 
Only a 
few 
hours 
may 
elapse before a frost comes, and it is 
often necessary to work far into tho 
night with the aid of lanterns.—Balti- 
timore Sun.

pots.

the eyes and "crests" range from ;e5 
to £ 4 0 . 
Norwich plain-head canaries
